THE BATTLE OF CROSS ROADS, TEXALSEE, 
Tho Rebels Completely Routed, 
{Corrcapondence Cinclunati Gazetta, 

Camo, January Sth ~From g participant and apecta 
for I have the following full and oxpliit account of the 
lato Oght at Cross Toads, Tonn., between Brigadier 
General 8allivan's forces and tho cavalry of the Confed- 
brata General Forrest. It may bo rolled upon In every 
parilealar, 

General Hayne waa at Jackson, Tenn, on the 2int 
where, with the Hundred and Sixth Iltnois, Colonel 
Latham, thirty ninth Jowa, Colonel Cummings, Hun- 
dred and Nineteenth Ihiinols, Mojar Watson, and the 
Iowe Union Brigade, Lleutenant Colonel Cotton, tio 
had arrived on tho prosious day, Hila force was then 
aboutone thousand six hundred He waa relnforeed 
by ulnoty mea of the Fleventh YWinols Cavalry, Cap 
tnin astray Sh and one company of sixty men of the 
Eighteenth [Maols, Alterrepalring tho bridges burned 
by Forrest's forces, ha moved on and ocenplicd the town 
of Humbolkit, and until the 26(h was engaged in mak- 
Ing further repairs with the engineer coups Tho 
Hundred and Twonty sixth THinols, 257 men, ond the 
Seventh Tennesse, 148 men, here jolned his command 

On tha 20th ult , the whole force moved to Tronton 
(Tenn ), leaving a portion of the One hundred end- 
twenty olxth Iinols, Lientenant Colonel Pirdsley, to 
guard Humboldt, Tho corps arrived at Ticnton at 
noon on the 28th, and Gencral Haynie reported to Gane 
eral Sullfyaa, who was s fil at Jackson, by telegraph, 
Various reports werd fixing when the Gencral arrived, 
Some had it that Forrest wus at Middlibury, only four 
miles from the railroad, It was goon ascertained that 
Forrest's nearest pickats were tin miles of General 
Haynie bad but 2,400 mon all told, and watted to move 
forward and attack, bul the result shows that it would 
have been a bad move, On tho S7ih, the force returned 
to Trenton. 

Two Union men than come In and ropoited Torres 
with 60,000 n en at Dresden, moving in the directlant of 
Huntington General Sulllvan was daly notid of

With the two 
brigaden swore six guos, under Licutenant Green of

At dusk all were In vead(uese fora movement for- 
ward, General Sullivan arrived from Jackson at nine 
that night, and Colonel Danham and hls force moved 
tha same night, and Colonel Fuller at four tho ensuing 
morning, Both bodies of troops took the road to Hunt- 
ington. The first night's camp was made near Shady 
Grove, within halfa day's march of Huntington, Bo 
early as (our on the morning of the 20th, Captain Baln- 
bridge and command were sent forward to take anil 
hold the bridge aver Deaver Croak, so as to allow the 
troops to cress They wera attached by Forrest's ex- 
tremeadvance Our lutantry then hastened forward 
and crossed the stream, the pickets retreating, and 
made Huntington the same dayattwor.u. General 
pullivan Immediately ordered the regiments Into posk 
tlon to protect the approaches to the town, and de- 
tached three hundred men, under Major Atkinson, of 
the Fiftleth Indiana, to ga some four miles ontin the 
dlrection of Forrest's advance to take and hold another 
bridgo, at which it was fearcd he would enter and flank 
our forees. Aa Major Atkjason and the Wifeth a 

proached the bridge the rebels fired upon him, woun 
Ing oneman, The Indianlins returned the fire, killing 
two and wounding ons, when the Confederates soat- 
tered, falling back to thelr maln body. 

Qa the morning of the Sth it was found that the en. 
emy, not heing able to enter or paes near Huntington, 
was maklug a detour, Intending to reach Lexington 
General Sullivan late that evening ordered Dunhany’s 
Second Brigade to march forward and intercept them. 
Ho started, and marched nine mhes to Clarksburg, 
where he blyvouacked during the night, and early next 
morning moved to Parker's Crosa Roads, At thispolnt 
were concentrated tho whole of Forrest's forces, the 
General Nimaelf in cagmmand. Their number Js since 
ascertained to haye been at Jeastseven thousand, He 
had cavalry moatly, and fen gons The fight com- 
meneed at nine a Mw, and lasted, warmly centeated, 
three hours, the enemy opening the ball wih thelr ar- 
tWery. At the end of that time Forrest had driven 
Dunham's devoted brigade with some slaughter—In fact 
falrly surreunded it, and demanded ita surrender, 
Plucky to the Jast, Dunham returned thé answer that 
he was nererknawn to do that If they wanted him 
or hia men, they had just got to come and take them.

LOSS OF THE MONITOR. 
Full Particulars of the Bisaster. 
{Correspondénee of the Baltimore American. } 

Fortress Mosroe, January ¢th—In conversation 
with soveral of the officers and crow of tho Monitor, J 
gather the following narrative of the facts attending 
the lose af this noble little vessel, and the loss of so 
many of her crew 

Wo laft Fortrees Monroe on Monday, the 29th Decem 
her, in tow of tho steamer Rhode Island, with the Pas 
sok in tow of the steamer State of Georgiu In com 
pany we passed Capo Henry on Monday afternoon at 
five o% Tack, with a smooth sea and Wight wlod The 
Passate was a little way ahead The weather continued 
fine until five o'clock on Tuesday ovening, when it com 
menced to blow from the southwest, witha heavy sea 
running at the time, the sea making a clean sweep 
over all, 

At OFN Cape Hatteras light bore N N W, distance 
tnenty miles, the gale still increasing The veszel lo 
bored very heavy, tho upper hull coming down upan 
every sea with fearful violence Up to this tims the 
Worthington pumps and bligo Injectors were entirely 
cumpetent to beep the vossel free At ten o'olocis say- 
tral heavy seas strack the vessel in succession, when 
word was sout from the engine rooms that the water 
was gaining on the pumps Orders were then given to 
start the Andress centrifugal pump, capable of throw 
Sng three thousand gallons of water pm minpte Fora 
while the water appeared to be kept under In a short 
time, however, word was passed from the engine room 
that the water was again gaining on the pumps, and 
wus at that time up to the ash plte, stopping in a great 
measure the draft The water at this time was stand 
ing two feat desp upon theward room floor Ali hands 
wers then sat to work with every bucket to ball The 
water, however, kept gaining upon the pumps unti 
within a foot of the fires in the faniaccs 

A Coster's signal was then flashed to call the atten 
tlon of the Rhode Island to our condition After much 
delay, consequont upon the heavy sea running, a boat 
was lowered from the Rhode Island and sent to cur as 
sistance Aftor several trials she succecded In getting 
alongside of us The Rhodo Island at the same time, 
In golng astern, caught ber launch between ber own 
side aud our own vessel, crushing fhe boat badly and 
bringing her own counter very heavily down upon our 
side For a time she could not moys, ber engine gutting 
onacentor She finally started ahead, and the launch 
auceeeded (smashed as she was) in conveying safely to 
the steamer thirty of the crew of the Monitor Aftor 
the departure of the launch these remalaing on board 
worked at the buckets with a will The gale at this 
time was raging furiously, the seas making a clean 
sweep over the top of the turret 

The water at this Juncture had row succeeded in 
rising up to the great bars Jn tha furnaces, and wao 
gradually extinguishing the frox Tho cteem fn tho 
boilers consequently run down, and the pumps could 
not he worked for want of suficient steam At this 
time three boats were discovered coming towards the 
yessol Word was passed that bests wero at hand suf- 
ficlant to take all from the vessel The Monitor was 
now sinking, every pump was stopped and her deck 
ander water Several in coming off the turret wero 
awopt hy the waves to leeward, and must havo perished, 
as no assistance could ba rondered them The boats 
then moved off from the sinking vessel. Although 
aoveral times entreated to come down and get Inte the 
boats, ssyoral remained standing upon the turret, 
afrald of being swept fram the deck, stupefied with fear 
The boats succeeded In reaching the Rhode Island in 
safety, and ali {n them got on board. 

A picked crew, with á gallant officer of the Rhode 
Island (Brown) then shored off in a launch to return to 
the Monltor, The moon, which up to this time had 
been throwing some light upon tha waves, was now shut 
in by denso masses of black clouds, Ata quarter ta 
one in the morning the Monitor's light disappeared be- 
nosth the waves 

Tho Rhode Island was then started for thespot where 
the Monitor wos seen to go down  Gosfer’s aignule 
were constantly kept barning, and strict laokout kept 
Up on all parts of the vcascl to catch a gilmpse, if pos: 
sible, of the missing boat At daylight nothing was 
Beernon the waves, and with a heavy heart we ran 
nround the spot as near ax could be Judged where the 
Bonito had dissppoared until late in the afternoon 
faveral steameis and other vesdelg were spoken tolearn, 
i possible, tho fate of the miasing boat, but none could 

e had, 


The survivors reached Fortress Monroe last evening, 
in the Rhade Island. Nothing whatever nas saved ox- 
cept the apparel the officera and crew stood in Tho 
conduct of hoth the officers and men of iho Monitor on 
that night is beyond reproach Nota sign of n panic 
was vis{ble. Each stood to his post, confident in his 
commandar, and it was hard to prevail upon the man 
n get ante the boats, each wishlng to remain by untit

Uniten Staves Brxaumea RRODE ISLAND, 
January 1, 1683 
Bir Thavtetha honor to report to you that the Moni< 
tor left Hampton Roads in tow of the United States 
ateamer Rhodo Inland; on the 20th of December, 1662, 
at half past two P, Ma, wind Jightat southwest, weather 
Clear and pleasant, and every prospect of its continua- 
tion, Passed Cape Henry atsix T ™, water amooth, 
and everything looking wel Duriug tho night the 
weather continucd the same until Ave à x, when we 
began to experience a swell from the southward, with a 
alight {ncrease of the wind from tho southwest, the sea 
breaking over the pltot house forward ard sirlking the 
bawe of the tower, but not with sufficlent force to break 
over ft, Found that tle packing of oakum under and 
around the base of the tower had loosened somewhat 
from the working of the towar as tho vessel pitched 
androlied Speed at this time about fiyo knots, Ae 
certainad from the engincer of the watch that the bilge 
pumps kept her perfrotly free—occaslonally suchlug 
‘elt no apprehension at tho time. Tho weather during 
the day, and until six p m., was variable, with occa- 
sional squalls of wind and rain, and towards evening 
tho awo)! somewhat decreased, the bilge pumps belng 
found amply sufficient to keep herclearof the water 
that penetrated through the sight holes of the pilot 
house, hawser hole and base of tower, all of which had 
been well canlked provious to Jeaying.

ipes. Observed that when she rosa to tho swell the 
ae under aurface of the projecting armor would come 
down with great force, causing a conslierable shock to 
the vessel and turrot, thereby loosening still mora the 
packing around its base, Signalised several times to 
the Rhode Ialand to stop in order that I might ascer- 
tain if, by so doling, ale would ride caster or decrease 
tho influx of water, but could perceive no diferente, 
the vessel falling off immediately Into the trough of the 
sea and roling heavily The enginger at th's time re- 
ported that It would be necessary to slart the centrifu- 

al pump, as the others faled to keep the water under, 
Ordered him to do eo immediately and report ta me the 
effect. Bea centinued to rise, fie vosacl striking heavily

Water continued to gain upon the pumps, and was now 
above the ash pits, 

Two boats reached us from the Rhode Island, when I 
ordered Lieutenant Greene to put as many men into 
them as they would safely While getting the 
men into the boats—o very dangerous operation, caused 
by the heavy seq breaking enilrely over the deck—the 
vestis touched slightly, nearly crushing the boat and 
endangering the Rhode Island herself, as our sharp bow 
and sides would undoubtedty have stove her near the 
water's edge, hnd she struck upon us heavily The 
Rhode Jaland steamed slightly ahead, and the vessels 
Separated a short distance 

At half past eleven my engines working slowly and 
all the pumps In full play, but the water gaining rapidi , 
fea very heavy and breaking entirely over the vessel, 
rendering it extremely hazardons to leave the turret. 

fact, several men were supposed to have been 
nashed overboard at the time, While waiting for the 
boats to return, the Engineer reported that the engines 
had ceased to work, and shortly after all the pumps 
stopped also, the water putting ont the fires, and hav 
ing po pressnre of steam A balling party had been 
previously organized, not so much with any hope of 
diminishing the water, bul more as an occupation fer 
the men. e engine being stopped and no longer shle 
to keep the sessel's hiad to sea, she having fallen of 
into the trongh and roliirg so heavily as to render it 
impossible fer boata to upproach us, I ordered the 
anchor to be let go and ell the chain given her, in hopes 
that ft might briog her up Fortunately it did so and 
she once more swung round head to wind, By this tine 
finding the vessel Gilling rapidly and the deck cn a leve 
with the water, I ordered all the men left on board to 
leave the turret and endeavor to get into the two boats 
which were then approaching us I think at that 
thee thero were shout twenty-five or thirty men 
onboard Tre boata approached very cautiously, as 
the sea woo breaking upon our now submerged deck 
with sioience, washing several men overboard, one of 
whom waa afterwards picked np by the boais J ss- 
cured the painter of one of the bonta, which br the use 
of its oars wes prevented from striking the side, and 
made as many get into her as she would safely bold in 
the heavy sea that was running There were several 
men still left upon and fn the turret, who, either siupe- 
fled by fear or fearfal of being washed overboard in 
the attemp! to reach the boats, vould not come down, 
and ate supposed to have gone dawn in the vessel 
Feeling that I had done everything in my power toeave 
the seavel and crew, a jomped into the already deeply 
laden boat and left the Monitor, whose heavy, sluggish 
motlon, gave evidence that she could float but a short 
time Innyer Shortly after we reached the Rhode 
Inland she disappearcd 

i must testify to the untiring efforts and zeal dis 
played by Captain Trenohard and his officers in thiir 
atter pta to rescue the crew of the Monitor It was an 
extremely hazardous undertaking, rendered particu- 
larly 50 by the heavy sea and the difficulty in approach 
log the Monlicr While regretiing those that were lost, 
it ia stiil a matter of congratulation that so many wore 
saved under tho circumstances There is some reason 
to} ops tiata beit which is stil missing, may beuve 
sucer ded in easing those left on board, or mar have 
reached tho vicinity of the vessel in time to have 
picked up some of them after ahe went down 

T pon mustering the officers and crew on board the 
Rhode Island, four officers and twelve men were found

Borraco, January Tth —Goverpor Seymours mes 
sage is quite lengthy, that past referring to nattonal 
afialra occupying four ordinary newspaper columns 
He says New York hag sent, since tho outhreal of the 
was, 220,000 soldiers to the ficld &peaking of tho 
causea of the war, he says, affrlghted atthe ruin they 
have wrought, the nuthors of the calamity, both North 
and South, ingiet that this was caused by an unayold 
able contest about slavery This has been the subject, 
hot the causa, of the controveray ‘We are to look for 
the causes of this warina prevailing disregard of the 
obligations of lawa and constitutions, disrespect for con- 
stituted authority, and above all in tho focal prejudice, 
which have grown up in the tno portions of the Atlan- 
tle States. When the leaders of the insurrection at the 
extiemo fouth say free and ylaveholding States cannot 
exist together inthe Union, and when this is echocad 
from the oxtrema North by the enemies of our Consti 
tution, both parilrs simply say thoy cannot, because 
they will not, resyect the laws and the Constitution, 
This spirit of disloyalty must be put down Tt fe incon 
alstent with all order and social securlly—with safety of 

persons and property This war should bava been 
averted, but when Jta flondgates were opened the Ad- 
ministration could not grasp ita dimensions nor 
control ite sweep The Government was borne 
along by the current, and strugglad an it beat 
could with the restless tide, without belng able to 
comprehend its military or fnanclal problems, hence 
we are riot fo sit in harsh judgment upon errors in con 
duet or polloy, Thoro are aot only obligations resting 
on our psople towards our authoritles, but under our 
political system there are Hmitations between the de- 
partments of the Gavornment and between the State 
and Natlonal Governments, which must bo observed to 
secure the ponie safety The Legislative, Executive 
and Judiclal deprrtments ara coordinato Itis equally 
tregsonableto resist tho rightful authority of etther 
Ta overthrow the power of clther department 1s rovo 
lution Widle the War Department sets aside the an 
thoilty of the Judiciary, and overrides tho laws of 
Btutes, the Governors of States meet to Nx the policy of 
the General Government. The National Tegistature 
appoints Commitices to interfere with the military eon- 
duct of tho war, end Senators combine to dictate fo the 
Executive ju the choice of his constitutional advisers 
The natural results of meddling and intrigue hare fol 
lowed While our armies hayo gafued victories In the 
flolds 1omote fró the Capital, within its influence the 
herola valor of our soldiers and the gk} of our Genorals 
are thwarted and paralyzed Not only must tho Na- 
tional Constitution be held inyJolate, bul the rights of 
States must be respected as not less gacred There aro 
differ oncas of opinion as to tho dividing line between 
State and Nationa) jurisdictions, but there can be none 
as to the existence of such separate jurisdiction, each 
covoilng subjects of legislative furlspradonce essential 
to the publlo accurity and welfare, 

A consolidated Government in this country would de 
stroy the essenijal home rights and Jiberifes of the pao- 
ple, The sovercigntics of the States, except as they 
are limited by the Constitution, can never be given up, 
Without them our Government cannot stand It was 
nada and it can be spared by tate agency, Governor 
Seymour quotes the Constitution in support of this, and 
says while States can thus take away or add to thelr 
power the Gencral Government can, In no way, touch 
ona sight of the States or Javade thelr jurlediction 

He then devotes considerable space to the subjact; 
presente a hedy of tyranny thal cannot be enlarged, 
also, that the suppression of journals and imprison 
ment of pomon hayo boen glaringly partisan, that the 
attempt has been made to shield these violators of Jaw 
and suppreka inquiry, but this attempt will fall It lsa 
high crime to nbduct a citizen of this State Itis made 
my duty by the Constitution to ses tha Jaws enforced. 
I shall investigate avery alleged violatlon of our stat- 
utes, and see that offenders aro brought to justice 
Againat thesa wrongs and outrages the people of the 
State of New York, at its clection, solemnly protested. 

The claim of power under mattlallaw is not only de- 
structive of the rights of States, but oyerthraws legis- 
lative and judicial departments of the Genoral Goyern- 
ment. It asserts for the President more power as the 
head of the army than as a representalive ruler of the 
people, This clalm has brought discredit upon us In 
the evc of the world It has slrongthened the hopes

Martial law defines licelf to bes law where war js, 
but this new pnd strange doctrine holds that the loyal 
North lost their constitutional rights when tha South ror 
helled, and all are now governed by military dlotatlon, 
Loyalty is thus less secure than rebellion, for it stands 
without means to resist outrages or to resent tyranny. 

Amidst all the horrors that have been enacted under 
marilal Jaw in the history of the world, and amldet all 
the justifications attempted of ita usages, it wag never 
hefore held that it could be extended over peaceful 
States. It was nover before claimed that the-power of 
a military commander was superior te the powera of 
Government. 

The méasare of power to be exercised under our 
Governuient is Axed by the Constitution, To make tha 
maxims of other Governments or the usages of ather 
nations fhe rule here, would give sanction to every 
outrage, tyranny and wrong It wonld undo what was 
done by ous fathers nha formed our Goverpment 

After enlarging on this subject, Governor Boymour 
says tho President holda his place not by the majority 
but by virtue of tho provisions of the Constifution 
which placed him Jn his offce—hy the voles of abort 
1,400,000, against the votes of about 3,600,000, wha did 
not agree amongst themsclves as to the opposing can- 
Gidates. He continues rightfully to hold his office, 
although the popular majorities even in the States 
whioh placed him thoro hase in recent eloctions de- 
olared thamselves opposed io his Administration The 
majority ara stil} bound to respect his constitutional 
Tights, to uphold his powers, and to sustain bis acts 
done within the limits of rightful authority If Presl- 
dentia} proclamations ara above the decisions ef the 
Courte and the restraints of the Constitution, then that 
Constitution Ig a mockery, If it has not the authority 
ta keop the Executive within {ts restralnts, then it can- 
not retala Blatesin the Colon, Those whe hold that 
there is no sanctity in the Constitution, must equ 
hold that fherc isna guiltin the rebellion. The Pr ~ 
dent has already signed an Act of Cougress which az- 
aetta that the slaves of thoss {n rebellion ara conis- 
cated, The sole effect of thls prorlamation, therefore, 
la to declare the emancipation of the aayos of thoes 
who are not in rebolilop, and who are, therefore, 


loyal citizens. Itisan extraordinary deduction from 
the alleged war power, that the forfelture of 
the rights of loyal citizens, and bringing upon 
them the same ment imposed upon in- 
surgents, fs calculated to advance the success 
of the war—to uphold the Constitution and restore the 
Union May not this measure, so clearly Impolitic, un- 
just and unconstitutional, and which ts calculated to 
create so many barriers to the restoration ofthe Union, 
be misconstrued by the world as an abandonment of 
the bope or the purpose of restoring ft, a result to 
whick the State of New York is unalterably opposed, 
and which willbe effectuahy resisted. We must not 
only support the Constitation of the United States, and 
maintain the rights of the States, but we must restore 
the Union as it was before the outbreak of the war 
The optnion that slavery must ba abolished to restore 
our Union creates an antagonism between the free and 
the slave Blates, which ought not to exilat, If it is truo 
that slavery must be abolished by the forces of the Fed 
eral Government, that the South must be held in mili 
tary subjection, that four millon negroes must for 
many years be under the direct management of the au 
thorities at Washington, at the publio expense, then, 
indeed, we must endure the waste of our armies fn the 
field, further drains upon our population, and still 
greater burdens of debt We must convert our 
Government into a military despotism. The mis 
chievous opfiiion that fn this contest the North 
must subjugate nod destroy the South to save our 
Union, has weakened the hopes of our citizens at 
home, and destroyed confidence in our success 
abroad It is a suggestive fact, affording instruction 
and hope for the future, that the theorlea which have 
exercised an evil influence on our national politics did 
not originate jn what may bo called the heart of the 
Union—among the intimate and well acquaioted popu 
lation of the Central and Western States. There have 
heen extreme Northern views and extreme Southern 
views, but also the broader and more tolerant views of 
the more populous Central and Western Biates, These 
States enlisted warmly in the war for the Union and 
the Constitution When the Administration aban- 
oned this policy and took up the views of the extreme 

Northern States, it lost at the late elections nearly all 
the political support which these States afforded in 
the elections of 1860 and 1861 While the North-can- 
not bold the Southern Btates in subjection without 
destroy ing the principled of our Government, the grent 
Central and Western States can control tha two ex- 
tremes He states that the Government adopted the 
views of the extreme Northern States, remarks 
blo political revolution was the result, that no ex- 
treme views will over prevail, that especially the 
Central and Western States will never accept them, 
that those of the central slave States which rejected 
the ordinance of secession, which sought to remain 
in the Union, and which weie driven off by g con- 
temptuous uncompromising policy, must be brought 
back The restoration of the whole Union will then 
only be a work of time The policy of subjugating and 
exterminating means also the waste of the blood and 
treasure of the North There is but one way to BAVE us 
from demoralization, discord and repudiation. Our 
Union must be restored complete in sll its parts, no 
section must be disorganized beyond the unavoldable 
necessities of war It cannot be so united upon any 
bloody, barbaious, revolutionary or inconsistent 
scheme, leoking merely to the gratification of hatred, 
purposes of party ambition, or sectional advantages 

et no onc demand that the blood of his neighbor shall 
be shed Let no one think that the people who have 
refused to yicid this Union to rob ut at the South 
will permit its restoration to be prevented by fanaticism 
at the North, 

In conclusion, he says the condition of our country Is 
not hopeless, unless it is made so by passions and preja 
dices which aro inconsistent with the government of a 
greet country We muet accept the condition of af 
fairs as they stand at this moment Tho fortunes of 
our country are influenced by the results of battles 
Our armies in the field must be supported. All Consti 
tutional demands of our General Government must be 
prompiy responded to Unvderno ciroeumstances can 
the division of the Union bs conceded We will put 
forth every exertion of power We will use overy in 
ducement to the people of the South to return to their 
ailegiance consistent with honor We will guarantee 
them cyery right, every consideratlon demanded by 
the Constitution and by that fraternal regard which 
must prevail in a common countiy, but we can never 
yoluntartly consent to the breaking up of the Union of 
theao Statta or the destruction of the Consistution 


Emancipation Jubilee in New York. 


New York, Tuesday, January 6th —Quite well aware 
of the overcrowded state of our city newspapers’ col- 
amas, and knowing that any report of Jocal affairs in 
this morning’s journals must be a mere outline at best, 
and moreover, expecting to witness not only a grest 
demonstration but a riot as well, I attended the great 
meeting of colored people last ovening at the Cooper 
Institute Eight o'clock was the hour, but at quarter 
past seven the vast hall had already heen packed, and 
R thoteand persons then in vain awaited their- chance 
{to purchase tickets of admission The multitude were 
good humored and undemonstrative, and with the ex 
ceptjon of a hundred adoloscont youths who bissed and 
ucedi derisive language from tbe balcony, everythin 
was tonducted in silenco and good taste ` A glance a 
the throng outside was not uninteresting There were 
mingled whites and blacka—ibe latter of every condl 
Lion łn ife, from the opulent negro merchant to the In- 
digent negro sweep, all gathered to celebrate a procla- 
mation which, to thelr race, is the greatest and grandest 
that! over came from mortal han hey were there 
with iheir children and their wivea—they wore there as 
equals The rich black, whatever may have been his 
notions of respectab{iity on other occasions, appeared 
thero last evening without his carriage, and stood or 
found a seatas best he might, claiming no precedenca 
of his poorer brother The Caucasians who reached 
tha eccna ata late hour, stood patlently side by sido 
with the blacks, and patiently awaned the {ime when it 
was announced that the hall had been filled 

Tt was with the greatest difficuity that the poilre 
made an opening for those reporters who entered at 
elght, and more than one representative of the press, 
rather than permit white ladies who had entered the 
reporters’ stail to štand, resigned bis chair and made his 
notes au best he might, The audience, among whom 
Were very many whites of both sexes and entirerespect- 
ability, was such as had never been seen on the island 
of Manhattan, or, perbups, on the globe A glance 
over the heads of the five thousand revealed an assem- 
blage of more than mediocrity of intellect, avery cye 
giistened with foy. The Rer John T, ond, & 
clergyman who has sympathized with the colored race, 
opened the exercises with a prayer of ihanks to Al 
mighty God, fnvoking Divine bicssings upon the head 
of Abruham Lincoln The Rev Henry Highland Qar- 
nett, on taking the chair, introduced the Proclamation 
of Emancipation and read it with emphasis and emo 
tion, and gs he solemaly repeated the President's inyo- 
cation of ‘the considerate judgment of mankind and 
the gracious favor ef Almighty God,” there arose a wild, 
apontaneous cheer, gied with unaffected prayers for 
the blessing of God upon Abraham Lincoln

Message of the Governor of Pennsylvania, 

PHILADELPHIA, Janusry Tth —-The message of Gor 
ernor Curtin is almost exclusively devoted to State af- 
faira He recommends compensation to those who suf- 
fered by the rebel raid. 

Including the three months volunteers, Pennsylvania 
bas furnished the Government more than two hundred 
thousand men since the breaking ont of the rebellion, 
besides some fifty thousand who are in the service or 
actually ready for it as volunteer militia, under the call 
of the 1ith Eeptember last, making two hundred and 
fifty thousand men Pennsylyanin has sent to the ser- 
vice. He says necessary steps should forthwith be 
commenced to amend the Constitution, so as to give the 
right of suffrage to citizens who are thus excluded. He 
alzo saya that the people of Pennsylvania feel that en 
the preservation of the Union and the suppression of 
this most causeless and wicked rebellion depends tha 
honor, Interest and future welfare of the Common~ 
wealth They will never tolerate schemes for destroy- 
ing the Government of the Cuited States, or for forming 
ai ic eonfederacies or any other schemes for cre-

Tragedy at Brigantine Beach, New Jersey.

ay for the night. It appears that after putting out 
the decoys he returned ashore and proceeded ta 
fho house of Turner with the intention of robbin 
jt, knowing that thera was some $500 in gold ana 
bliver loft there Belng intimate with the family, here- 
mained a short time, and sgain took his departure. 
About twelve o'clock the came night the brother and 
sister were aroused from thelr slumbers by knocks at 
the door anda demand for admittance. They goon. 
recognized the voice of the neighbor and supposed 
friend The young woman told ‘her brother to go 
down and lct in, which he proceeded to do, when, 
as he opened the dobr, ho was suddenly struck with an 
ax on the head, inflicting a horrible wound. He, how- 
ever, quickly recovered his senees, and Immediately 
‘grappled with the murderer By this time the sister 
heard the scule, and came bravely to the assistance of 
her brother.

NEWS OF THE MORNING, 


A very heavy snow storm has rendered ective 
operations in Virginia impracticable for the 
present. The storm ceased yesterday morning, 
but the roads are in a shocking condition. 
Meantime, Hooker is adopting vigorous meas- 
ures to secure the arrest and punishment of 
deserters. That sort of discipline has never yet 
been tried in the Army of the Potomac. 

From Union and rebel sources we have re- 
ports of the surprisd andąrout of Morgan’s 
command, by General Palmer, at Woodbury, 
Cannon county, about twenty miles west by 
south of Murfreesboro, on the 28d or 24th of 
January. Morgan lost thirty-five kuled, many 
Wounded and one hundred who were taken 
prisoners. This is the most important success 

` that has been obtained in that quarter since the 
victory of Murfreesboro. Immense quantities 
of supplies have been received at Nashville, by 
way of the Comberland river, the guerrillas 
being unable to contend with the gunboats. 
Under these circumstances it is difficult to sce 
why a grand advance of Rosecrans’ army is de- 


Tis Godfrey Weitzel seems to be the 
moat active General in the Department of the 
Gulf. At last advices he was operating against 
& large rebel force on Bayou Teche, about sixty 
milos west of New Orleans. A formidable rebel 
gunboat, styled Cotton, had been captured and 
destroyed on Teche mrer. Weitzel had reached 
the rear of the rebels, and it was thought at 
Mew Orleans that he would gain an :mportant 
viotory. 

Edward Stanly has resigned the office of Mhl- 
itary Governor of North Carolins. His admin- 
istration has been of no service to the national 
oause, and great expectations have been disap- 
pointed. Stanly undertook to conciliate those 
‘who are determined not to be conciliated. He 
endeavored to ingratiate himself among the 
slayeholders instead of seeking support among 
the non-slaveholding populstion, upen whom 
mainly depends the regeneration of the South. 
He persisted in his mistaken policy even after 
convincing evidence had been given that no 
good would resnlt. Latterly, the Governor has 
been chiefly distinguished for opposition to 
emancipation and the employment of negroes 
in the public service, aud General Foster has 
been bothered by his interference. We join in 
the hope of the Unionists of the North Carolina 

that no successor will be appointed. If 

General Foster be qualified to command the de~ 

partment, no civic administration can be neces- 
gary in the present condition of things. 

The reports received of reverses suffered by 
ibe French in ‘Mexico sre confirmed Making 
duo allewance for Mexican exaggeration, there 
acoms to be litle doubt that the patriotic sup- 
porters of Juarez have shown unexpected skill, 
energy and enterprise. It is highly probable 
that they have managed to obtain the assistance 
of foreign officers. When the Spanish contin- 
gent left Mexico, a number of officers and men 
deserted and joined the patriots. Tempting 
offers were made to American officers long 
ago. The substance of the news is that the in- 
vaders have suffered two defeats and been 
@riven back to Orizaba, while guerrillas are 
operating upon their line of comniunication 
with Vera Cruz. Ifthe Mexicans continue to 
displsy the same spirit and preserve harmony 
in their councils, they will not only render the 
French intervention scheme the joke of the 
world, but give fresh emphasis to the Monroe 
doctrine. 

From our Consul at Matamoras, we have the 
gratifying intelligence of the organization of 
two Uaion regiments near Brownsville, Texas 
In the western part of the State the army of 
General Banks will be warmly welcomed by 
staunch adhorents of the old flag 

By Overland Mail, we have detailed advices 
from St Louis to the 9th of January, and from 
New York to the 6th of the month. Among the 
matter of interest we extract will be found a 
foll account of the Union victory at Hunt’s Cross 
Roads, Tennesses, official account of the loss of 
the Monitor, synopsis of Governor Horatio Sey- 
mour’s first message, an account of the Emanci- 
pation Jubilee, and General Batler’s justification 
by the French Minister, Mercier. In reference 
to this latter feature of the news, we may sey 

that the French Minister has shown himsolf 
more decidedly in favor of doing justice than of 
dreating trouble. Seward and Reverdy Jobn- 
gon thus received a merited rebuke. 

Our Salt Lake correspondent gives us the 
message of Governor Young, of the inchoate 
State of Deseret. 

In the State Senate yesterdsy, an Act to 
amend an Act to create a Board of Supervisors 
in this State, was amended and passed.

Resolations have been introduced in the Leg- 
islatures of Indiana and Ihnois favorable to 
calling a ‘National Convention” at Louisville 
for the adjustmentof our “ national difficulties.” 
As the “Peace Democrats” have a temporary 
ascendancy in those bodies, 113 probable that 
these resolutions may be adopted. The major- 
ity in the Legislature of New Jersey may adopt 
a similar measure. Kentucky, Maryland end 
Delaware may bo added to the list. This is the 
extreme hmit of legislative action in that direc- 
tion. For the present, at least, there ia no hope 
of obtamming the aid of a legislahye majority in 
any other loyal State. Article Fifth of the Con- 
stitution of the United States provides: “The 
Congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses 
shall deem 1t necessary, shall propose amend- 
monts to this Constitution, or on the appheation 
of the Legislatures of ¢wo-thirdsof the several 
States shall call a Convention for proposing 
amendments, yhich, in either case, shall 
be valið in all intents and purposes, 
as part of this Constitution, when ratified 
by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
several States or by Conventions in three- 
fourths thereof, ag the one or the other mode of 
ratification may be proposed by the Congress.” 
It inay be safely assumed, that the Convention- 
ists do not expect to secure the sanction of 
either the present or succeeding Congress for 
their scheme., Is it at all probable that they 
can obtain the approval of two thirds of the 
States? No man who examines the vote of the 
various loyal Statea xa given at the elections 
last Fall will answer in the affirmative Even if 
we suppose a great change in public opinion to 
occur, a year must elapse before Legislatures 
favorable to a Convention can be secured in 
New York, ‘Pentisylvania and Ohio, the three 
leading central States. 

Now, the men who have broached this obvi- 
ously impracticable project are shrewd politi- 
cians. Some of them are well-read lawyers. Tt 
must be assumed that they appreciate the in- 
surmowntable nature of the obstacles in the way 
of getting together a Constitutional Convention. 
They know that no such body, fully authorized 
by law, can be convened during the present 
year. What, then, do they seek to accomplish 
by agitating this question? Suppose they suc- 
ceed in procuring a Convention repreeonting 
five or six States. Such a body would be un- 
known to the Jaw, and its proceedings could ba 
of no practical consequence in advancing the 
“adjustment of our national difficulties,’ Going 
into power under the banner of the “ Con- 
stitution as it is,” these men would not 
desire, of course, to operate in any other 
than a strictly constitutions! way. Thor- 
oughly and earnestly in favor of the restoration 
of “the Union ag it was,’ they would not of 
course propose another scheme of Secession, 
leaving the New England States ontin the cold. 
Perish the suspicion! But the speeches of 
Brooks, Vallandigham, and others, who favor 
the call for a Convention, render it clear that 
the amendment of the Constitution to secure 
slavery from destruction, or the proclamation 
of an armistice when we are apparently on the 
eve of triumph, are the aims that absorb the 
souls of the Conventionists, Tobe of any ef 
fect, these objects must be attained immedi- 
ately. Yet we have already seen that there is 
no probability whatever that either aim can be 
speedily achieved by a legal and constitutional 
method. 

We charge that the faction which is agitating 
this scheme for a Convention is not in favor of 
the “Constitution asitis”—nor ‘‘the Union asat 
was”—nor oyen peace. And wo find abundant 
evidence to sustain this allegation of combined 
hypocrisy and sedition in the utterances and ac- 
tions of the party’s representative men. These 
men agree in avowing their desire for such 
constitutional amendments ax will give “‘addi- 
tonal guarantees” to the inatztution of slavery. 
They are perfectly aware that the rebels re- 
volted against the Constitution as it is, and 
chiefly because they could net alter thet instru- 
ment so as to render their political domination 
perpetusl. They are also aware that the rebel 
leaders would listen to no terms of ‘‘adjust- 
ment” which did not include such amendments 
to the Constitution as they desired. Hence, 
those who clamer for a Convention while 
shouting for the Constitution as it is are con- 
victed of an intention to make the Constitution 
what it is not. Are they in favor of “the Union 
asit was? Why, there is pot a politician asso- 
ciated with this faction who does not confess 
that he is in favor of a Union from which the 
New England States shall bo excluded. They 
labor incessantly and with intenso malignity to 
excite sectional prejudice against these States, 
the centers from which has radiated the civil- 
ization of the North. Would s Union without 
New England he the “Union as it was?” But 
the most transparent pretense of all is 
the assertion of the leaders of this party, 
that they are in favor of peace. Apart 
fcom the fact, which of itsalf is significant, that 
the ruffian element of Northern cities and poli- 
ticians of the bowie knife and bludgeon school 
are found associated in this organization, the 
policy pursued of instigating violent resistance 
to the draft and brutal assaults upon helpless 
negroes, and threatening armed demonstrations 
in eupport of “State rights,” is evidently cal- 
culated and intended not to secure peace but to 
extend the horrors of civil war into the North- 
ern States. And this faction will inaugurate 
such a confiict if the loyalists are not thoroughly 
organized snd watchfnl aud the National Gov- 
ernment does not stand prepared to crush the 
conspirators whenever and wherever they begin 
their unhallowed work. 


Anxorner Uxrox Denoxs7zatiox — The tele- 
graph brings another report of a Union demon- 
stration in s rebel State. This time it is on the’ 
western border of Texas. Some fifteen bun’ 
dred Texans have organized there and an- 
nounced their willingness to be enrolled in the 
Union army. This move was caused by the re- 
port that the expedition under General Banks 
was destined for Texas. From this demonstra- 
tion, it is reasonable to infer that there sre s 
good many more Union men in Texas, who will 
rally under the Union flag so soon as it is un- 
farled at the head of an army of the United 
States. Western Texas is a favorable point for 
2 Union demonstraiicn, and for the organization 
of a Umon force of Texans. They would be 
safe from all attacks from rebels in their rear; 
they would be a loug distance from the seat of 
the rebel State government and its resources of 
men and means, 2nd, therefore, in a difficult 
position to be successfully assailed. When 
Generat Banks reaches Texas with his com- 
mand, we anticifiate no inconsiderable exhi- 
bition of Union feeling on the part of the peo- 
ple in the western part of the State. They are 
generally non-slevebolders, and, 48 & natural 
consequence, do not sympathize with the rebel- 
Hon. It will not be very surprising if a Union 
party is formed in Texas which will bring that 
State back into the Union by the eot of a 
majority of her own citizens. If the people 
resolve to return to their allegiance before the 
State is cecupied by a formidable srmy, they 
may escape all the horrors of a war on her soil, 
while her people will enjoy the high privilege 
of pursuing thair peaceful cocypations undis- 
turbed. If they elect to pursue this peaceful 
and loyal policy, they will sequre peace and 
prosperity, and render the Emancipation Proo- 
Jamation of the President harmlesa, so far as 
Texas ia concerned.

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SPIRIT OF THE NEW YORK PRESS. 


New York journals of January 5th have been 
received by the Overland Mail. The chief local 
sensation of that date was the hasty action of 
Governor Seymour in regard to the Police Com- 
missioners of the metropolis. The nature of 
this attempt to create trouble, and the view 
taken of the subject by most of the Admims- 
tration journals, may be learned from the fol- 
lowing extract from an editorial in the Times. 

It has been for years the cherished purpose of Fer- 
nando Wood and his political associates to regain the 
control of the City Police In his famous dispatch 
to the Governor of Georgia, Mayor Wood virtually 
pledged himself to use the power which that control 
would give him zo as to cripple the General Govern- 
ment in its contest with the rebellion, Governor Sey- 
mour seems to have gone into office with the fixed de- 
termination, at all hazards and by any means, to give 
him that control. His very first oficial act was to 
summon the Police Commissioners bofora him ostensibly 
for trial Thecharges against them lnyolved no dere- 
Jictionof duty in the immediate concerns of thelr office 
They related exclusively to the ald they have afforded 
the National Government in its attempt to extirpate 
treason and proverve the nation’s life It is charged 
as a crime agalnat them that they did “permit and 
suffer’ Jobn A. Kennedy to “exercise the functions 
of tha pretended office of Special Provost Marshal” 
under the General Government; that they justified 
this, bis “unlawful assumption of power," although 
they censured his exercise of It In a specific case, that 
of Mrs. Brinsmade; that they have permitted the 
station hqueca under their contro] to be used as prisons 
by the Gereral Government, and that they suffered 
the sald Superintendent to lvsuo an order for tho arrest, 
ana detention for military duty, of every person who 
had been exempted from draft on the ground of being 
an alion, and who might, in spite of that plea, attempt 
to vote. Theseare the charges on which the Commis- 
aloners are summoned for trial. Tho gist of them 1s, 
that they have used thelr power as State officers to sid 
the General Government in suppressing the rebellion, 
This i the head and front of thelr offense. This is the 
erima for which they are to be arraigned. Is not the 
Gift af this perfectly apparent? Does it not indicate 
a purpose on the part of Governor Seymour to with- 
draw this State, so far as bis authority can avail to do 
60, frdm the support of the General Government? Or, 
if not quite this, does it not betray o determination to 
hand pyer the police of this city, at whatever cost, to 
the men who avow thelr sympathy with secession, and 
who have openly proclaimed their purpose to resist by 
force any further attempts to repress treason and 
strengthen the General Government in this clty ? 


The Polica Commissioners refused to obey the 
summons, and after the continuance of painful 
suxioty in the public mind for a day or two, the 
Governor seems to have repented of his hasty 
stop, for he postponed his investigation until 
the Ist of April. The Commarcial Advertiser 
denounced the action of tho Governor as a blow 
at the National Government, and upon the sup- 
position that Seymour would persevere, added: 


The great loyal State of New York will then prac- 
tically aay to the Fedcral Government, “ You can arrest 
no rebels or traitors within this State. Treason to the 
Union fs protected here by the higher law of State 
rights ” 

The Evening Post remarks of this gubernator- 
ial demonatration: 

It is a thought worthy of a thimble rigger, and com- 
ing from a professed * Conservative,” who Is a yehe- 
ment stickler for all the forms of “the Constitution,” 
{s particularly characterlitic and consistent, 

The Tridung, on the contrary, gave a carefully 
qualified sanction to the act in the following 
paragraph : 

Itis not our provines to find fault with the lawfully 
const? uted authorities for being in haste jn well dolog 
Provided the doing be well, the more haste there Js the 
better. Itis rather in evil acts than fa good that Dom- 
ocratic Administrations have hitherto distinguished 
themselves, and we should be rather disposad to con- 
gratulste than blamo the new Governor of this Sate 
that he reccgnizes promptnesa of official action as 
among his other duties If, therefore, belleving the 
Police Commissioners of this clty to have been derelict 
of duty, he can, in a legal manner and before the proper 
legal authorities, convict them of such dereliction, we 
should have no fault to find with him for immediately 
acting upon that purpose. 

The indorsement of the emancipation proc- 
Inamation by the clergymen seemed to greatly 
annoy the Conservatives. The Herzid has this 
paragreph in the true secession vein: 


The Aheution preachers of New York and Brooklyn 
owe a great debt of gratitude to President Lincoln, 
His emancipation proclamation furnished them yeeter- 
day ith a great topic for exultaticn, Of course their 
conventicles were crowded, and the question of civil 
Lberty was extensively ventilated. Brothers Beechers 
and Cheaver, of course, took leading parts, and brought 
down the house frequently. It is high time that these 
reverend gentlemen should begin to imitate tha oll 
Christian Bishéps, and after all thelr talking, proceed 
todo a Little fighting, 

The Express was delighted with Seymour’s 
action in the matter of the Polica Commission- 
ers, and gloated over the prospect of a civil 
war.

. Near Vicssscxe.—~-Jmmediately opposite 
Vicksburg, which 1s mtuated on the east bank 
of tho Mississippi, the river makes a famous 
bend. Some four miles west of the city the 
neck of land which causes the bend 1s said to 
be about three miles in width—while the dis- 
tance round by Vicksburg, following tho river, 
is from ten to fifteen miles. On several occa- 
sions in the past few yeara the river has threat- 
ened to cut a channel through the neck of land 
at its narrowest point, and thus leave Vicksburg 
several miles from the regular commerce of tho 
Mississippi. Artificial means were resorted to 
for the purpose of preventing such a catastro- 
phe to the city. Last year General Butler, who 
had not force enough to invest the city, started 
the project of cutting a canal across the narrow 
neck and thus invite the Mississippi to form a 
cut-off. By his order several hundred negroes 
were impressed and employed in digging the 
canal, but before the excavation could be com- 
pleted to the jextent required the river fell so 
much as to rendertit impracticable except at an 
enormous cost, For the time it was aban- 
doned. It has though been revived, the telo- 
graph informs us, by General McClernand, 
who has ordered two brigades to complete 
the caval, The river is now at a stage 
which renders the scheme practicable If suo 
cessful, it mil open a channel for gunbonts and 
other steamers, without passing Vicksburg, 
and thus render the fortifications at that point 
comparatively useless to the rebels, It will 
only require a depth of twelve to fifteen feet to 
render the cut-off iatigable for the largest class 
of boats on the river Through a cut-off the 
fleet and army of Genorsls Grant and McCler- 
nand, and the fleot of Commodore Porter, can 
proceed down tho river and aid General Banks 
in the reduction of Port Hadson. Aftor that 
is accomplished, the two armies and fleets can 
invest Vioksburg with the certainty that at 
will fall into their hands in a short time 
By using the cut-off, it could be attacked from 
above and below at the same time. Thewonder 
is that the rebels did not fortify at the port 
where Butler started his canal, so as to prevent 
the consummation of the scheme of forming a 
cut-off, The occupation of that neck of land 
gives to the Union army the command of the 
Monroe and Shreveport railroad, and cuts off 
sil communication between Vicksburg and 
Toxas, Itas effectually severs the connection 
batweon the rebel Confederaoy by way of Vicks- 
burg with the rebel States west of the Missis- 
sippi as if Generals Grant and MoClernand were 
in possession of the city itself. 


Tne Centran Pacrric BAILROAD.— Wa find 
the follommng commumeation, from an anony- 
mous source, ja the San Francisco Alia of Jan- 
wary 26th. We have but httle doubt that it 
originates with a certain railroad company 
whose interests aro aupposed to be affected by 
the new road. But, notwithstanding this, the 
statements made and insinuatiens thrown out 
have been circulated among business men in 
private, sud should finally be set atrest by 
some authentic action on the part of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company through its oM- 
cers. We have no doubt a satisfactory expla- 
nation can be made, and it should be put forth 
at once , 

The Sacnamexto Union, a few weeks singe, stated 
that “©. Crocker & Oo had taken the contract of 
grading the road from Front and K etreetato Grider’, 
elghteen miles distant, bulldiog tho bridge across the 
American river and laying the tron, which is furnished 
by the Company, for 2400,000."" 

‘We understand that O Qrocker fs one of tho Direc- 
tors, and it is supposed that his copartners are three or 
more of the Directors, It is also stated that there are 
responsible parties who would have taken the contract 
for less than one-half of that sum. Itls reported that 
ebout $700,000 have been subscribed for the stock, of 
which fiva Directors take $250,000 Now if the stock- 
holders (outside of the Directors) pay up, the contrac- 
tora will make enough on thelr contract to pay for thelr 
stook. Instead of advertising for bids, which they 
should hayo dane, and thereby creating competition for 
the work, the Djroctora let the contract to one of them- 
selves, at their own price, which is more than double 
what it is said it could have been let for If this be so 
lt is pretty ‘sharp practice,” and it is very doubtful 
whether the stockholders would be Hable for asscss~ 
ments to pay for contracts let In such manner With 
such management as this, what confidence will the 
stockholders cr the people haye in the early completion 
ot the road. They bave an agent here now solicitlag 
subscriptions, and it would be well for our clilzena to 
look Into the matter before subscribing forthe stock 
If it costs $400,000 to build one bridge and grade eigh- 
teen miles of level road, how much will it cost, In like 

proportion, to build it over the mountains, with high 
grades, deep cuts and tunnels through rock ?

THE SCHOOL FINANCES. 


Mrsszs. Eprrons: As from the recent resolu- 
tions and reports in the Board of Education, 
1 is evident that that body intends to ask legis- 
lative action of some nature in regard to our 
City School Fund, E propose, in a few short ar- 
clea, to show our citizens generally, and our 
members of the Senate and Assembly particu- 
larly, that there is an absolute necessity for 
such course if the public schools are to be kept 
attheir present standard, and ifthe teachers 
and pupils are considered worthy of being 
housed during school hours as well as a toler- 
ably kenneled dog is usually provided for. 

As it is impossible to know what is finan- 
cially necessary unless we ascertain where the 
financial blunders Lave been made, and what 
has been found financially insuficient, I shall 
devote the present papor to monetary statis- 
tics, leaving conclusions, as a general thing, 
for future numbers. ; E 

In the Spring of 1853, the School Fand, in 
common with ail others, started, under the pro- 
visions of the Consolidation Bill, without debt, 
since then, a period of four and two thirds 
years, ıts receipts and expenditures have been 
as follows:

This table shows thatthe heavy debt which 
the Boards have been paying off during the last 
two years was created in 1659, under the admin 
istration of Dr. G. J. Phelan, President, and 
A. G. Richardson, H. J. Bidleman, Dr. $, M 
Mortos, Dr. G. L. Simmons, John Hatch, David 
Meeker and H. P. Osborne, the most extrara- 

nt Board, excepting the one that built the 
franklin School House, we bavo ever had, the 
expenditures this year exceeding the revenue 
32,330. The following year {1662}, under the 
Presidency of Dr, Joseph M. Frey, mth John 

a y, H. J. Bidleman, S. D Smith, D. J. 
Thomas, Matthew Simmons, G. I. N. Monell and 
C. Hawkins as members, the expenditures were 
reduced six thonsand dollars below three of the 

revicus years, notwithstanding the brick school 
bo ase in the First District was erected; yet 
with this grast reduction in expenses they ex- 
ceeded thoir receipts some $1,700. The next 
year, under the Presidency of Henry Muller, 
$5,400 more were deducted trom the annual ex- 
penses, and the outlays were nearly $7,000 less 
than the revenue; and last year, under the Pres- 
idency of the Rev. W. H. Hill, about $1,002 
were added to the expenditures, but the whole 
were $250 inside of the receipts. 

The sum total of the tabla is that the average 
yearly cost of our schools during the time has 
been about $24,400, including about $2,000 
Spent for the First District house and $1,620 

aid on account of the building at the corner of 

anth and P streets; and thatthe average an- 
nual receipts have been, from the city, $18,814, 
from the ‘county, $7,745, and from the State, 
22,645, that the receipts from the city Jast yesr 
were $2, 750 less than the average, and that the 
present Board commenced operations on the 
ist of this month 2520 in debt, exclusive of 
about the sama amount sill due on the Tenth 
and P street house.

The falling off in city revenue this year wes 
caused by the Legislature taking eight per cent. 
of the Water Works money from the School 
Fund and appropriating it to other purposes. 
The sum thus annonslly diverted is mora than 
sudicient to pay the salaries of all the teachers 
and assistants in half the Primary Schools. The 
apparent large increase in the county moneys 
this year arises from the fact that a portion was 
collected in the preceding year bat not paid 
mta the City Fond, ie any lew did not re-

Tue “‘CrnunaL Zoonoay” or Loxpox.—The 
London Daily Nea has tho following account of 
a.acene in one bf the Criminal Courte in that 


city = 
Among the gangs gacroters lately tried 
and sentencod at the Criminal Court, the last 
batch were gare a typical illustration of what 
we may call our Criminal Zoology. Tho case 
was common enough in its incidents. Tho 
prosecutor had been aoized, throttled, robbed, 
and savegely beaten and kicked within a few 
yards of his own doorstep. Thera wore four 
men concerned in the attack; the leader of 
them, Marks, a man of forty-one, who had al- 
ready been sentenced to seven years transpor- 
tation, but, “for somo cause or other,” thesen- 
tence had*not been fully carried ont; and the 
three other Iads of eighteen, one of whom had 
got out of a Reformatory before the expiration 
of his term, “for good oonduot, to be sure,” as 
he cheerfully informed the inquiring Judge, and 
the other two had not, as it appeared, been pre- 
viously convicted. Here then wers a hardened 
protean criminal, and three promising stu- 
ents, to whom Marks, the man of forty-one, 
Was an experienced maater, and young. ord of 
the Reformatory a discreet momtor. Here was 
an instance of the uncertainty and illusoriness 
of an experimental system of punishments, the 
man transported for seven i rs had been re- 
leased—no one could tell the Court why—he- 
fore his time was out, and had immediately re- 
turned to his old pursuits. The young man 
from the Reformatory had got out before his 
time for * good conduct,’ and so attained, it 
seems, a higher rank in his profession, and qual- 
ified himaelf to be oriminal instructor to others 
of his own age. The sentences on thesc prison- 
era wote meted out by the Judges with humane 
disormination. Penal servitude for life to the 
eldest prisoner was, as he frankly confessed in 
Court, “no more than he expected,” for he had 
proved himself incormmble , his associates, lads 
of eighteen, the Court was willing to troat as 
not incapable of reformation, and penal servi- 
tude for four years would give them a chance of 
retrieving their character, 


The News adds: 


The English nation mit not relapse into bar- 
barism; we shall not again see justice vindic- 
tive; we shall not give up our reformatories; 
but we shall give up pampering irreclaimable 
ruffians; we shall make prison lifo really penal; 
the good conduct of prisoners. mill bo rewarde 
within the prison walls, and a certificate of 
reformation, entitling a prisoner to go free, will 
ba earned only by a long and painful discipline 
of labor, without reward or enjoyment, The 
rest is a question of police and gas lights.

Tas Sack or a METHODIST UNIVERSITY TO TRE OATH- 
o1ics.—The Troy (New York) University, which was 
gold by tho Methedista to Archbishop Hughes of New 
York, was not, aa seems by the statement of the Rev.

Peck & Hillman refused tolet the Catholics havo it, 
saying they had boughtlt for the Methodlst Ohurch, 
and if It could be saved for thatend thoy should se- 
cure it by every effort in thelr power; but if, after a 
certain length of time, thoy failed in accomplishing 
this result, then the Catholics should have It for the 
sum named above. 1 immediately went with Hillman 
to sec a gentleman who it was hoped would purchaso 
and endow it, Willman offered the University to him, 
and agreed to include wlth it tho library, apparatus 
and cabinet—which were not embraccd in the purchase 
—fortho sum of 350,000, and ovary reasonable effort 
wag made to Induce him to purchase We had heard 
that he was intending to found a University, aud our 
object wasto make him feel, as we felt, that Troy was 
the most eligible place, all things considered, When 
tha day came forthe answer to be given to the Cath- 
olics we had got no decisive answer Peck & Hillmen 
managed to put them off a fow days, with the under- 
standing that they should have a final answer ona 
specified day, and that, ag a consideration, if they had 
the University, they should pay but $60,000 for it, ia- 
stead of 365,000 But when the specified day had 
come again we were yet unprepared Moreover, the 
question had asaumed a somewhat different phase, 
which gaye us a little additional ground for hops, The 
quéstion of greatest importance now was, how the 
Catholics could be put by honorably, for they, of 
course, were eager foran anawer. But this was ac- 
complished by the owners of the property again, by 
putting themselves under honds to forfelt five thousand 
dolarg in case they did not deed the property to them 
on orbeforarhe 6th of December at fire o'clock P, +. 
Before that day arrived preachera and laymen from the 
Methodlat and other denominationa (and other denome 
{nations scemed ag anxious as our own) continued thelr 
efforts, that they might, If possible, secure tho Unlver- 
sity to the cause of Protestantism. There wore many 
causes eombined. which seemed to make It improbablo 
that tho gentlemen to whom wo were looking could well 
reach a conclusion befoie the last hour of graco, so far 
aa the University was concerned, should have come, 
Actuated by this fear, another effort, in a diferent di- 
rection, was mado; namely, to secure fen men who 
would buy tho property as a joint stock Inyestinart, and 
hold it usstll some satisfactory disposition contd bo made 
ofit, This attempt was made to secure it, with or 
without regard to a University, By great effort tbis 
arrangement was nearly completed, but the hour for 
deeding it came before it was fully completed, and the 
property was formaly conveyed, despite the afforts of 
te friends to save it to Protestantism.
